BREACH OF PROMISE. 
ACTION, > - > 


£250 DAMAGES FOR A 
WIDOW.

(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing of the action brought by 
Hannah McNamara, a widow, of .Crossbarry, 
Upton, Co. Cork, against Joseph Mocre, a 
farmer, of Castletown, Co. Cork, claiming 
£1,000 damages for alleged breach of promise 
of marriage was concluded. The promise to. 
marry was stated to have been made in 
January of this year. ' : 

The defendant, in his defence, denied that 
he promised to marry the plaintiff, and 
pleaded that he was induced to make the 
promise to. marry (if. any) by duress on the 
part of the plaintiff and persons acting’ on her 
behalf. This allegation the plaintiff denied. 

Mr. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. Joseph A. 
McCarthy (instructed by Mr. James Neville) ' 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Rearden, 
K.C., and Mr. Hungerford (instructed by 
Mr. P. J. O'Driscoll) for the defendant. 

VISITS TO PUBLIC-HOUSES. 

Joseph Moore, the defendant, continued 
his evidence, and, in reply to Mr, Rearden, 
said that on Wednesday, the 22nd January 
last, when he was at Castletown, two men— 
Doolan and Coakley—came to him at about 
11 o'clock in the day and asked him whether 
he was going to ' marry the woman.” He 
said that he was not, and that he would 
‘‘ settle it with money.” They said that 
money would not do, and that he must come 
and marry the plaintiff, as '' the dispensa- 
tion would be in to-morrow.”’ If he did 
not come and marry the plaintiff, they 
added, it would be worse for himself and also 
for his brother, who would not be able to 
live in Crossbarry, would never get peace 
or quietness, and would not be allowed to 
live there. He said that he wanted three 
davs to consider the matter, and to see his 
brother and father, but they said, “ No; it 
must be at once.” 

The three of them then went to his 
brother’s place, continued the witness, and 
then to his father’s. At the latter place 
he said : ‘‘I sappose you know what brought 
these men here’’’ His father replied: “I 
suspect it.'” The two men and his father 
and he went out and had a few drinks. 
His father left the ‘‘pub.,’’ and, after a 
short time, they went back to his father's 
house. 

Mr. Rearden—At this time had you agreed 
to go back with the two men?—1 said I 
would go, as I would have to go. 

The witness went on to say that the two 
men and he paid a second visit to the 
public house and had three drinks. The 
men told him that he would have to marry 
the plaintiff then as he had ‘‘ no way out of 
it.” On the way to the railway station st 
Enniskeen they had more drink. At Kinsale 
Junction the two men took him. from the 
train, and eventually they arrived at the 
plaintiff's cottage at about half-past eight in 
the evening: He was “fairly drunk ”’ then. 
The plaintiff and her mother were in the 
cottage. They had more drink there, and 
they wanted him to arrange to marry the 
plaintiff at 3 o'clock on the. following day. 

““I said I would arrange nothing,” added 
the witness. ‘‘I said [ would go home to 
my brother's place for the night. They said 
no; I should stop in the cottage for the 
might.” 


TAKEN AWAY BY BROTHERS. 

At’ about 10.30 o'clock that night. the 
witness went on, there was a knock rt the 
door. He got up and went out : saw 
his brother, “Charlie,” at the doo., and 
on the road a motor car in which vere two 
other brothers, and two workmen and the 
driver. . The two women and the two men 
followed him out. Coakley asked Charlie 
what brought him, and Charlie replied that 
his own business brought him. Coakley 
said that he knew what’ brought him: it 
was to take the witness away; but he 
would not let the witness go with him. 
Charlie said that he would “let him see 
whether he would or not.” Coaktey then 
said to Charlie: ‘‘ You are a big bully for 
interfering in people’s business.” 

There was a “hot scene,” said the 
witness. Eventually he went away with his 
three brothers and the men who came with 
them in the motor car, and spent the night 
in his brother Ernie’s place. Two men called 
at Ernie’s house that night and knocked two 
or three times, but he did not go out, 

The next morning he went to Bandon to 


see his solicitor, and saw the plaintiff in the 


street. She told him that it was a good job 
he came with “ the lads ’’ yesterday, as they 
were armed. He saw her when. he came out 
of the solicitor’s office, and she asked him 
what his business was. He told her to go 
and ask the solicitor, She said: **‘ We are 
nice people now.” He said that as she had 
sent two armed men for him he would not 
marry her, and then she denied that they 
were armed, On the same day he and his 
brother made a report to the police, and after 
that he went back to his father’s place at 
Castletown, where he had lived ever since. 
The plaintiff then started these proceedings 
against him. 
CHANGED HIS MIND. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, he said 
that’ he had never meant to marry the 
plaintiff. He bought the wedding ring on 
the 15th January. 

Mr. Lynch—And on that occasion you had 
no intention of marrying this lady ?—Except 
that she would ‘‘ do away ” with herself. 

The witness, in further reply to Mr, Lynch, 
said that never before January of this year 
did he promise to marry the plaintiff. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—Do I understand you 
to say that at no time did you intend to 
marry her ?— No, sir. 

Even at the time when vou had these 
interviews with the parish priest ?—Well, 1] 
did. the first time I went to the priest. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne told the witness that 
he ought to think before he answered ques- 
tions. ‘‘ You told Mr. Lynch a short time 
ago,'” he reminded him, ‘ that never at any 
time did you intend to marry the plaintiff.” 
Was that, he asked, true? 

The witness was understood to answer 
cot | kN 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—When did you intend 
to marry the plaintiff?--On the second occa- 
sion when I went to the priest. 

At the time when you arranged with Father 
Desmond to try to get a dispensation did you 
intend to marry the plaintiff?—Yes; after 
the’ dispensation came. 

When did you change your mind?—1! 
changed my mind the time my father and 
brothers came to me. 

Was that before or after the purchase of 
this ring?—After the purchase of the ring. 

At the time when you purchased the ring 
did vou still intend to marry the plaintiff?— 
I did. 

SINGING IN COTTAGE. . 

Charles Moore, a brother of the defendant, 
cave evidence, and, referring to the visit which 
he and the others paid to the plaintiff's 
cottage when they arrived in a motor car, 
said that those in the cottage were all singing 
in “ good, fair order.”’ 

Robert Ernest Moore, another brother of 
the defendant, having given - evidence, the 
case for the defendant closed. 


DURESS AFTER PROMISE. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne, in his judgment, said 
that it was admitted that the defendant had 
promised to marry the. plaintiff, and had 
refused, and still refused, to carry out that 
promise. Accordingly, the only real question 
which he had to consider was the question of 
damages, There were two pleas put upon the 
files of that court. hy way of defence: one 
was that.the defendant, if he did promise 
to marry. the plaintiff, owas —án- 
duced to make that promise by 
misrepresentation by the plaintiff.as,to her 
condition. That defence had been completely 
abandoned. | 

The only other defence was an allegation 
that the defendant was induced to make the 
promise by duress on the part of the plain- 
tiff and persons acting for her and at her 
request. This duress that was suggested was 
duress by Coakley and Doolan. It might be 
that on the occasion when Coakley and 
Doolan went. io. Castletown .to bring the 
defendant back to Lissagroom they did 
exercise a certain amount of duress. 

That they did exercise duress and made a 
number of threats he had no doubt, but 
that entered in a very, very small way, 
indeed, into the matters which he had to 
consider in determining this action. It could 
not in any way affect the legal liability of 
the defendant to pay damages in this case, 
because that duress was at a later period— 
after the defendant had made this promise 
and after the time when, it was quite clear, 
he had made up his mind not to marry the 
plaintiff. 

FOURTEEN YEARS A WIDOW. 

In considering the question of damages, 
his lordship said that, as had been stated by 
Mr. Rearden, this was not a case in which a 
young girl’s affections 


The plaintiff was a widow of some forty 
years of age. She had been a widow for 
about fourteen years, and had three children, 


| the eldest being about seventeen years of 


age. For a considerable number of years 
she had been employed as a daily servant in 
the house of the defendant’s uncle, where 
the defendant had been living. also for a 
considerable number of years. She was con- 
siderably older than the defendant, and was 
not in the same position as a young, at- 4 
tractive girl, to whom the failure to carrv 
out a contract of marriage might not be of 
great consequence, because she might not 
have very great difficulty in entering into a 


similar contract with another person. 


H the defendant had carried out his pro- 
mise to marry the plaintiff, he would. have 
been bound to supply her with a home and 
support and maintain her, and, by reason 
of his failure to carry out that promise, the, 
plaintiff was left without- that. means «of | 
support and maintenance, and, it seemed to 
him, ‘with very little prospect of entering | 
info a similar contract with anybody else. 
He did not think that he-tould fix a smaller 
sum than a sum:óf £250. and that was the 
sum. that he would award' te ‘tHe plaintiff in 
this. case, with costs: in all the circumstances 
of the case, on the High Court scale. i

DUBLIN CORPORATION APPEAL. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the defendants m the case of Woods and 
others against the Corporation of Dublin and 
others from the judgment and order of Mr. 
Justice Meredith in the action, dated 17th 
July; 1929. in favour of the plaintiffs, in so 
far as it allowed costs to the defendants. ~ 

Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Lavery, K.C., 
and Mr. M. J. Molloy {instructed by Messrs. 
Roger Greene and Sons) appeared for the 
appellants; and Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. 
Moloney, K.C.; Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., and 
Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by. Messrs. 
John H. McDowell and Co.) for the re- 
spondents. % 

The plaintiffs in the action, who are mental 
hospital attendants and nurses, alleged that 
since the Ist April, 1926, they had not re- 
ceived the remuneration which was assigned 
to them by resolutions passed in the years 
1920 and 1921 by the Joint Committee. The 
defendants relied on a resolution of the Joint 
Committee, dated 20th January. 1926, re- 
ducing the then existing rate of pay as from 
the Ist April following, alleging that the 
plaintiffs had agreed to the reduction and 
were bound by it. The plaintiffs, on the 
other hand, contended that the resolution 
could have no effect against them, as they 
were entitled to receive ‘the remuneration 
assigned to them, and the: Statnte gave no 
power. to p< ah them of remuneration once 
assigned, ey contended further that the 
resolution was - invalid, or ineffectual, on 
various technical grounds; and denied any 
agreement to.eccept the reduction. 

Mr: Fitzgerald, resuming’ his” opénfhg ad- 
dress in awrport of the appeal, said that, in 
his opinion, Mr. Justice: Meredith was wrong 
in his views as to the assignment of re- 
muneration and the revocation of employ- 
ment. Counsel held that there was in this 
case a right of summary dismissal on the 
part of the Joint Committee. He admitted 
that so long as a nurse: continued to dis- 
charge the duties or do the work assigned to 
her there should be a continuance of the re- 


‘muneration, but he did not admit that there 


was a right of continuance of work or re- 
muneration under the circumstances. Any of 
the employés could be dismissed at any 
moment. He also stated that the judge 
had really given his decision upon certain 
points in the case before he had considered 
them fully. 

He then referred to certain sections of 
the District Lunatic Asylum Officers Act 
1867, which was: the first Act dealing with 
officers and employés, such as:thera were in 
this case.” The. Act dealt with the appoint- 
ment and dismissal of officers, and provided 
that officers could be dismissed without 
cause. 

Mr. Fitzgerald. then referred to the 
Superannuation Act, 1909, upon which he 
said Mr. Dickie relied, and submitted that 
the tenure of office of nurses in. cases like 
this was a tenure at will or at pleasure. 

The further hearing was adjourned until 
to-day.

TENANTS AND THE TRUST. 

| (BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

Robert G, Butler, 38 Abbeyfield, Killester, 
County Dublin, appealed from an order made 
against him by District Justice Reddin, at 
Kilmainham, at the suit of the Irish Sailors’ 
and Soldiers’ Land Trust, for possession of a 
cottage and garden of which the plaintiffs are 
landlords. The. proceedings were instituted 
against the defendant on the ground that his 
rent was £30 im arrears. The decree for 
possession, however, was to stand discharged 
it he paid the current rent and 3s, a week 
towards the discharge. of the arrears. 

Mr. M. Comyn, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
T. O'Donnell (instructed by Messrs. Reddin 
and Reddin), for the appellant, asked to have 
the hearing of the appeal adjourned in view 
of the fact that certain differences had arisen 
hetween the ex-Service men and the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust. 

Mr. Ignatiys Kelly (instructed by Messrs. 
J. H. Montgomery and Son), who appeared 
for. the Trust, objected to any statement 
being made about differences between the 
tenants and the Trust on this occasion in 
Court, 


TENANTS’ WRIT. 

Mr. Comyn said that he did not propose to 
make any statement of the kind. An origin- 
ating summons against the Irish Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Land Trust had been issued by John 
Haugh, Robert Leggett and Robert G. Butler, 
representing various classes of ex-Service men, 
claiming a declaration that the defendants, 
under the _ constitution of the Trust, 
were not entitled to accumulate a 
reserve fund for the purpose. of 
building new cottages out of the 
proceeds of the cottages which were 
provided for the accommodation of men who 
had served in any of His Majesty's naval, 
military, or air forces in the Great War, or 
for any purpose other than the repair and 
insurance of the existing cottages, and to pay 
the debts and expenses of management of the 
Trust, 

Mr. Kelly objected to an adjournment. 

Mr. Comyn said that there was nothing 
personal against the trustees, but the writ 
purnorted to raise questions as to the mean- 
ing of the Trust. 


APPEAL WITHDRAWN. 

The judge, having looked at the sum- 
mons referred to. said that the proposed 
action was certainly comprehensive, but he 
did. not see what it had to do with the case 
before the Court. 

Mr. Comyn said that the defendant in the 
appeal was one of the tenants, and he was 
one of the plaintiffs in the writ. It would be 
essential for his case that he should continue 
a tenant in possession. That was the ground 
on which he ‘applied for an adjournment. 

Mr. Kelly said that this was an ordinary 
case of ejectment, and the tenant owed a 
considerable amount of rent. 

The judge said that he did not see how the 
ease could affect the tenant in his action 
against the Trust. Under the circumstances, 
it was for Mr. Comyn to consider whether 
it would not be better to withdraw the 
appeal. 

After consultation between counsel on 
either side, 

Mr. Comyn said that they had agreed to 
withdraw the appeal and to let the order of 
Judge Reddin stand: 

Mr. Kelly agreed, and the decree was 
affirmed, without costs.

Captain A. Quirke, handwriting expert, 
was examined, and said that the handwriting 
on the oca produced and on two 
cheques produced Was similar. 

The defence was a complete denial of the 
charges. Roberts was found not guilty on 
all counts and discharged. 

Judge Shannon said he thought that the 
verdict was a proper one. On the evidence 
it would have been unsafe to have convicted. 


LETTERS: TO HOSPITAL. 


WOMAN CHARGED WITH LIBEL 
ON HOUSEKEEPER. 


Josephine McAlinden, a young woman, was 
arraigned for having, as alleged, published 
defamatory libels. on Miss Agnes Tighe 
on various dates between June and August, 
1929. She pleaded not guilty. 

Mr. B. MoeGuckin,° for the prosecution, 
said that his: case was that on various dates 
last summer anonymous letters were sent by 
the accused woman to the matron and others 
connected. with the staff of the National 
Maternity Hospital, Holles street, Dublin. 
The effect of these letters was to malign and 
hold up to ridicule Miss Tighe, whose only 
““ offence '' was that. she had been appointed 
housekeeper. in the hospital. The accused 
woman seemed to have taken an insane dis- 
liking for Miss. Tighe. She was of a Neurotic 
temperament and nervous. 

Mr. McGuckin then read a number ol 
letters alleged to have been received by the 
committee; matron and members of the 
hospital staff and others. The writer of the 
letters attributed neglect of duty and other 
faults to ».iss Tighe, and threatened to have 
her kidnapped. The effect of these letters on 
Miss Tighe, said counsel... was that she 
resigned her position of housekeeper, which, 
he alleged, the accused womna desired her 
to do. ' 

From June 29, counsel added, the accused 
woman had access to Holles Street Hospital, 
being given odd jobs by the matron, who 
had known her when she was a patient in 
Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital some time before. 

Superintendent James O’Gorman stated 
that on Ser’ember 10 last he saw the accused 
woman at her home in Herbert street, and 
showed her a number of letters addressed to 
the committee of Holles Street «Hospital. 
She said that she knew nothing about them: 

Aft.* some time, continued the Superin- 

tendent, the: accused: woman agreed to go to 
Lad Lane Police Station. At the station she 
agreed to write out sentences which he would 
dictate from the letters produced. 
Mr. Black (instructed by Mr. McCann), 
who defended, objected to the reading oi 
any statements dictated to the accused 
woman. This practice, he said, had been 
censured by a succession of judges. 

Judge Shannon said that be was not aware 
of that. 

Mr. black submitted that his lordship had 
discretion in the matter, ahd quoted in 
favour of his submission, 

Judge Shannon having ruled that the evi. 

ee was ~ admissible, Superintendent 
O’Gorman read statements which ‘he had 
dictated to the defendant from letters re- 
cei..d by the hospital staff. Inaccuracies in 
spelling in the letters were repeated in the 
accused woman s transcriptions.

Colonel Wallace, C.B.; and Dromore, 
Dr. Mayne. _Mr. Merrick Lloyd, so well 
known here in the Synod, and in the Re- 
presentative Church y for many years, 
will be missed by all; as will Mr. Con- 
cannon, of Tuam. The sudden death of 
Canon Thompson, of Dublin, was a shock 
to the whole Church. Canon G. G. Greene 
and the Rev. J. F. Cox, of the Diocese of 
Ossory; Lord Rathdonnell, so closely 
associated with the Diocese of Leighlin ; 
Sir Henry Forde, representing the Diocese 
of Waterford ; Lord Inchiquin, who repre- 
sented Killaloe here, and was for years a 
member of the Church Body ; and Major 
John MacGillicuddy, representing the 
Diocese of Ardfert, have all passed away 
since our last Synod. As we think of the 
kindly and unfailing helfulness of these, 
our brethren, we cannot but mourn the 
loss we have sustained. 

THE LAMBETH CONFERENCE. 
Having spoken of our losses, let me turn 
to the other side, and, in your name, ex- 
tend a welcome to the new Bishop of 
Kilmore. He has been called from one of 
the busiest parishes in Ireland to a 
diocese which links together in a remark- 
able way elements which belong to the 


take their part in the great Conference of 


years 
gathered together. That is the normal! 
arrangement. The Great War caused a 
delay of two years, so that the last which 
took place in 1920 succeeded that of 1908. 
It was my lot to have a share in both 
these conferences. The value of the con- 
ferences is very great. They make for 
mutual understanding. Coming from all 
parts of the globe we meet together for 
consultation on the questions which affect 
us all. In the process of this consultation 
we get to know one another. We also re- 
gard our common faith and the order 
which binds us in one in their relation 
to the varying conditions of the diverse 
countries and peoples in which we labour. 
THE UNION OF CHURCHES. 
We meet our brothers from the crowded 
towns and quiet country-sides of England, 
from the vivid life of America, from the great 
Colonies, Canada. Australia, New Zealand; 
from the vast areas of the mission field. 
Such experience is of incalculable value; we 
forget our parochialism and share in a larger 
life. ‘The last Lambeth Conference was notable 
for its appeal to all Christian people on the 
urgency of the uniting of the, forces of 
Christianity. That appeal marked a definite 
advance, and [ venture to think that no 
movement which has taken place since has 
got beyond it. There have, indeed, been 
some great things accomplished in the way 
of unicn. Most notable of all was the union 
of the Church of Scotland with the United 
Free Church of Scotland, which was consum- 
mated at a great meeting in Edinburgh on 
‘the 2nd of October last. That meeting was 
attended by the Bishop of Cashel as the 
appointed representative of the Church of 
Ireland, and there he presented message 
of congratulation from the Standing Com- 
mittee of the General Synod, signed by the 
Archbishops. A full account of this will be 
found in the report of the Reunion Com- 
i which is to be presented at this 


which the Scottish Churches had to solve are 
those which arise when churches which in- 
herit the ancient episcopal order enter into 
negotiations with churches which are organised 
on other lines. The discussions at Lausanne 
made one thing stand out with startling clear- 
ness: that it is much easier to bring 
together the great Christian commumions 
in matters of essential faith than in 
matters of order. In a wonderful way 
the Christian Faith has lived through 
age after age of conflict and division. 
Neither the arrogant pretensions of ecciesiasti- 
cal authorities, nor the violent antagonisms 
of Church and State, nor the awful corrup- 
tions of certain periods, nor the profound 
ignorance nd superstition of others, have 
been able to quench the glory of thet light 
of the world which shone forth in the early 
days of our religson. 

THE INDIAN EFFORT FOR UNION. 

As we read history we find ourselves at 
times confronted with conditons in 
that light seems to have vanished, but always 
it breaks out afresh, and men get a 
vision of Jesus Christ. 
essential fact of all Christian 
In our time there has , 
the hope of a real union of Christian 
forces, so that faith and order may be drawn 
into closer correspondence. For some time 
many of us have been looking with anxious 
expectations to the mission field, where we 
might well seek for a Christian faith less 
involved in the controversies which have tied 
our hands. And now at length has. come 
from India the news of a true movement 
towards union. It is a movement which aims 
at surmounting the difficulties which have 
stood in the way of progress here at home. 
It is the {rst real effort to bring our system 
of episcopal government into harmony with 
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in which such ae was situated for the 


restoration and repair ot the fabric of churches 
within the diocese. . 

He said that if £4,000 was received as com- 

ensation for the destruction of a parochial 
hall, the Select Vestry might think that the 
money was at their disposal. That would 
not be the case, because, under- Clause 4, the 
Diocesan Council had to decide whether the 
£4,000 was necessary for the reconstruction 
of the building. The tendency of Diocesan 
Councils was to have a surplus, and it might 
be laid down that the building should cost 
£3,500 and the balance of £600 should go to 
the fabric fund for the whole diocese. Under 
such circumstances, he thought that the 
Select Vestries would not vest property in 
the Representative Church Body. 

The Bishop of Clogher seconded 

Lord Glenavy said that at Synod after 
Synod an appeal was made to the help of 
the poorer churches. They must have some 
source from which to raise the money. 

The amendment was defeated, and the bill 
was passed, with the addition of a proviso 
that nothing in the measure would apply to 
glebe hovses or glebe lands. 

WOMEN ON THE SYNOD. 

The President said that a petition had been 
received asking the House to support a bill 
which would te introduced, permitting the 
election of women as members of the Synod.

Subsequently Lord Glenavy asked leave to 
introduce the bill, which was granted. 


towards the emancipation of women taking 
place all over the world. Even in Turkey a 
woman had recently been made a judge. If 
such a thing as that had occurred ten years 
ago, it would have been characterised as im- 
possible, but those one-time impossible things 
were becoming possible as time went on. In 
a Canadian Court recently the interpretation 
of the word person. ” in a number of 
statutes dealing with public appointments, 
etc., was sought. The Court decided that 
the word applied to males. The matter was 
brought before the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council, which unanimously set aside 
the decision of the Canadian Court and 
decided that women were included in the 
word “ person “—did not ‘‘woman’’ embrace 
“man?” (Langhter)—and they were eligible 
for those appointments. On that occasion the 
Lord Chancellor said that the idea that 
women were excluded and were not capable 
of performing duties of those offices was a 
relic of the barbaric ages, which had long 
since been exploded 
WOMEN AND THEIR RIGHTS. 

Women had asserted again and again their 
right to take part in the deliberations of 
State in their very highest assemblies. 
Women had entered the House of Commons; 
one of them was a Cabinet Minister. In that 
capacity they had shown exceptional tact, 
and were doing excellent work for their 
King and country. 

‘Why should women be excluded from 
an Assembly Ike this?” asked Lord 
Glenavy, ‘‘ which is a business assembly for 
the purpose of looking after the financial 
and other business of the Church?” Was 
the work beyond women’s capacity; was 
there anything so delicate in it that it would 
offend female ears? What was there to pte- 
vent an educated woman from taking part in 
the deliberations of that Body’? The clergy 
were two to one in favour of that bill, and 
only a small and disgruntled body of lay- 
men opposed it. So far from the bill being 
disastrous it would have beneficial effects. 
Why should women be the drudge of the 
Church ? 

THE SENTIMENTAL SIDE. 

Mr. John Garvey, D.L., in seconding, said 
that he would like to touch on the sentimen- 
tal side of this question. Some years ago, 
when an appeal was being made for funds, 


he was one of those laymen who was privi- 4 


leged to speak, and in the West of Ireland, 
after a service, a woman handed him a 
cheque for £500. That gave an idea of tie 
measure of sympathy that women had for 
the cause. He wanted to know if women of 
that class were not fit to be associated with 
positions in the Church—on the Syneds? 
All that they were asked to do was fo give 
them representation on the Diocesan and 
General Synods. Lord Glenavy had told 
them to what positions women could nse. 
He understood that a woman could be Lord 
Chancellor of England, or Prime Minister 
of England. They all knew that there had 
been Queens and Empresses—they had one 
example of that in Queen Victoria. 
Was she fit to be Queen of England’? Yet 
she was not fit to be a Parochial Nominator. 
(Laughter. ) 

'' EFFEMINATING " THE CHURCH. 

The Ven. Archdeacon King Irwin, of 
Armagh, opposing the bill, said that he was 
granting of the franchise to 
women because he did not approve of any 
attempt to effemimate the Church. They 
could be admitted only on speculation, which 
might be right or wrong. They should come 
down to the hard facts of the case, and ask: 
did women want this franchise or did they 
not? Last vear when the bill had been 
moved, a league was formed to aid women 
in their efforts, and clergymen were 
circularised and asked to collect signatures, 
but im all only one and a half thousand 
names had been collected. That meant that 
one woman out of every 200 in the Church 
wanted the vote for themselves. He advised

NATIONAL EXCHEQUER

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The annual meeting of the Church of 
Ireland Temperance Society was held Jast 
night in the Gregg Memorial Hall, Dawson 
street, the Very ev. the Dean of Ossory 
presiding. 

The Chairman, in the course of his address, 
referred to the influence of teachers in 
the national ls. His experience was 
that the teachers aiways lent a helping hand 
in the cause of temperance.

He never saw a drunken man or woman now: 
he saw some who were inclined to be a little 
merry, but. that was all. There had 
been. a tremendous change in the last 
few years, a change which he 
thought was due to the fact that 
pubhe opinion had completely changed on 
the matter. It was no longer fashionable, 
no longer decent to be seen under the in-

for everyone. He also realised that the man 
who was not ready tor total abstinence loved 
his country just as much &s he did, and 
abhorred as much as he did. over indulgence 
in drink and all the sorrows which it brought 
about. In the past temperance legislation 
and reform had been retarded by the people 
most anxious for it, because they did not sit 
down and think how they could gain 
the sympathy and support of those who were, 
perhaps, not prepared to go far enough for 
their tastes. 

The death of the late Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins, 
said the speaker, was a heavy blow to 
temperance in the Free State. He thought 
that they should work along the lines of 
getting an eight-hour day in the pubhchouse 
and making the temperance clubs more 
attractive. To his mind, the licensed elub 
was a greater social menace than the public- 
house 

The Rev. A. E. Hughes, M.A., Clapham, 
who seconded, referred to the policy of pro- 
hibition in America, and said that it had 
brought prosperity to the United States. 

DRINK AND THE EXCHEQUER. 

Senator Thomas Johnson supported the re- 
solution. They should not, he said, forget 
that drink taxation paid the whole of the 
education grants and the whole of the old 
age pensions. Had the temperance move- 
ment considered what was going to replace it 
if the temperance movement was successful ? 
It was a very serious problem and one which 
they would have to take seriously to heert. 
Se much of the cost of porter and spirits 
going to the National Exchequer mare 
the Government a barrier to the success of 
the movement. It was not deliberately so. 
A reduction of the amount spent on drink 
which would mean a loss to the Exchequer of 
four millions would mean an _  inerease 1” 
income tax and super-tax, and he suggested 
that a committee of temperance organisations 
should be appointed to inquire into the whole 
problem.

CURATE ASSISTANTS.

A meeting of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland was held last evening 
at 63 Merrion square, Dublin. Mr. J. J.

Lord Glenavy, on behalf of the Representa- 
tive Church Body, moved the introduction of 
a bill to establish a Church Fabric Fund. He 
said that it was the third attempt to draft a 
bill which would be acceptable to the majority 
of the House. The two main objections 
raised to the previous bills were that no dis- 
tinction was drawn between Church buildings 
which had been erected Is to Disestablish 
ment and the church buildings which had 
been erected subsequently and vested in the 
Representative Body. The distinction between 
the two was obvious. Church buildings built 
prior to Disestablishment were provided out 
of State money, whereas buildings erected 
subsequently were erected out of Church 
funds or by individual efforts in local dis- 
tricts. > 
The new bill contained the provisions in 
former bills regarding buildings built before 
Disestablishment, but in the case of buildings 
erected since it was provided that where these 
buildings were compulsorily acquired, de- 
stroved or sold, when no longer required for 
Church purposes, the purchase or compensa- 
tion money should not pass to the Represen- 
tative Body, but should go to the Diocesan 
Council of the diocese in which they were 
situated, and be applied for the upkeep of 
churches in the diocese. 
The Archbishoo of Dublin seconded, and 
the bill was read a first and second time. 


AN AMENDMENT. is 
On the Committee stage, Mr. Williams 
moved an amendment to Clause 2, that in 
the repair of a building the Representative 
Body should confirm the certification of the 
Diocesan Council that the restoration oí ,é- 
pair of the building was required in the in- 
terests of the parish.

“The Rev. Mr. Brown appealed to the Synod 
to reject the amendment.

THE LONG FINGER. 

Lord Glenavy, replying, said that the arti- 
fice adopted by the Archdeacon of Armagh 
was a well-known one, and it was an attempt 
to put the matter on the long finger. The 
same tactics had been adopted last vear, but 
they should be ignored this year. He could 
never understand the attitude of the Arch- 
deacon on this bill. He usually spoke intelli- 
gently, and he thought that he must have 
been turned down in earlier life. (Laugh- 
ter.) He certainly was not a champion of 
the women now. 

Continuing, he said that no self-respecting 
woman would become a member of the Select 
Vestry with her rights so confined to that 
splendid privilege of calling herself a regis- 
tered Vestry woman. It was all right to 
make a women a member of the Vestry ro 
long as they followed that step up, but 
thev had not done so, 

The amendment was then put, and was 
defeated by 150 votes to 135 votes. 

On a division, the motion was rejected by 
152 votes to 151. The voting was as follows: 
For—Clerical, 81, lay, 70 

Against—-Clerical, 62; lay, 90. 

The result was received with apvlause. 


AMENDING THE CONSTITUTION, 


WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ FUND. 
Mr. J. C. Adams asked permission to intro- 
duce a bill to amend Chapter XIV. of the 
Constitution of the Church of Ireland 
(Widows’ and Orphans’ Fund). He said 
that he knew of several widows of clergymen 
who had left the Church of Ireland and 
ioined religions and sects antagonistic to the 
Church of Ireland: yet they were receiving 
annuities.

WIDOWS AND ORPHANS.

IRISH TROOPS IN FOREIGN SERVICE. 

Continuing the series of his lectures on 
the history of the Irish troops in foreign 
service in the eighteenth century, the Mar- 
quis MacSwiney of Mashanaglass, M.R.1,A., 
read a paper on “ The Casualty List of the 
Regiment of Albemarle at the Battle of 
Luzzara.”’ 

Having briefly referred to the part taken 
by the regiments of Dillon and Bourke in 
the defence of Cremona, the lecturer stated 
that no less than five Irish regiments, in- 
cluding those two, were in the French lines, 
when, on the 15th August, 1702, the Franco- 
Spanish and Imperial armies joined 
issue under the walls of Luzzara. 
Both armies suffered very large losses, and, 
according to a document which the lecturer 
had discovered among the papers of King 
James's Irish Herald, at the Bibliotheque 
Nationale, Paris, included a long ‘ist of Irish 
officers, among whom were mentioned :— 
‘‘ Lieutenant-Colonel Nugent, dead; Ulick 
Bourke, Lieutenant-Colonel @ Ja suite, 
mortally wounded; Major Madden and Ad- 
jutant-Major Wolverston, wounded also. Four 
captains were killed and eight wounded, three 
of whom mortally; seven lieutenants killed 
and thirty-seven wounded, of whom seven 
mortally; one ensign wounded.” At the end 
of the list was the laconic, but impressive, re- 
mark that ‘‘the most part of four regiments 
was lost.” 

The lecturer then gave a number of in- 
teresting particulars regarding the field officers 
of the regiment from the time of its original 
formation in 1972.

The Censorship Act. 


We exhibit to-day the first beneficiaries 
of the Free State’s Censorship of 
Publications Act. Iris Oifigiwil (née the 
Dublin Gazette) publishes the names of 
thirteen books which may not be sold or 
distributed in the twenty-six counties, 
The . books have been banned by the 
Minister for Justice, on the Censorship 
Board’s advice, and under the Act 
defiance of this veto will incur severe 
penalties. Three are works of fiction in 
which the Board has detected a general 
note of indecency; the other ten deal 
with matters of conception and parent- 
hood. Our first comment is that the 
authors of the condemned books will re- 
ceive hearty congratulations from their 
friends. English publishers will play up 
keenly to this advertisement which the 
wisdom of the Free State Legislature has 
put gratuitously at their service. The 
legend “ Banned by the [Irish Free 
State '” in a publisher’s notice will make 
the fortune of novels which, without this 
aid, might fall still-born from the press. 
Of course, the thirteen condemned books 
have received a highly profitable 
advertisement in the Free State. It is 
probable that not twenty per cent. of the 
reading public was aware yesterday of 
the existence of the three novels; and 
it is almost certain that not one Irish 
woman in fifty thousand had known any- 
thing of the ten works of obstetric 
sociology. Now all these books will be 
subjects of tea-table talk, and will line the 
pockets of passengers from Holyhead to 
Kingstown. 

We do not say or believe that a majority 
of educated and intelligent Irish people 
will wish to 1e ‘ indecent books or, will 
make any effort to obtain them. In all 
countries, however, there are large numbers 
of people, idly curious or actively vicious, 
whose taste runs towards unhealthy litera- 
ture ; and for such people in the Free State 
the Minister’s ban, whether just or unjust, 
will act rather as a stimulus than as a 
prohibition, One useful purpose, perhaps, 


| the Censorship Act may serve, It may be 


employed as a barrier against a certain 
class of weekly newspaper which specialises 
in the sordid and criminal aspects of life. 
On the other hand, there is a danger that 
the Act, in ignorant or violent control, 
may become a ‘positive nuisance. We 
can pass no judgment on the Free 
State’s existing board of censors until, its 
principles have been revealed in action. 
We shall say only that a bigoted or 
fanatical censorship would be a national 
calamity, and that such a board, advising 
a like-minded Minister, may emerge sooner 
or later from the vicissitudes of Irish 
politics. There are men to whom large 
tracts of immortal literature, ancient and 
modern, appear indecent through the 
spectacles of a bloodless puritanism. There 
are others who would strain ‘the word 
‘‘ indecency ” as an excuse for the suppres- 
sion of free thought in the domain of 
religious ‘and ‘scientific speculation. The 
peril of such a tyranny in the Free State 
will survive so long as the Censorship Act

casting,’* the physical restrictions of a 
literary censorship cannot be enforced. It 
is wholly possible that in the near future 
one of Mr, FitzGerald-Kenney’s lucky 
thirteen may be the subject of a wireless 
discourse~ from London or Daventry, to 
which every Irish possessor of a valve set 
will have free access. We come back to 
the inevitable truth that education is a 
man’s only bulwark against evil. Censor- 
‘ship, indeed, is an admission that the 
national system of education has been 
tried and found wanting. The best safe- 
guard against a dirty book is a decent 
character; if a man’s upbringing has 
failed him, Parliaments cannot help him. 
A child’s character is formed in the home 
and in the school, and any Government 
which seeks high standards of national 
life will mould its laws on the needs of 
those two institutions. Good housing con- 
ditions are a necessary factor in good 
homes; self-respecting men and women 
make good fathers and mothers; religious 
teaching in the school, by teachers who 
believe what they teach, produces character 
that can withstand the assaults of an 
obscene book or a squalid newspaper. In 
his fine sermon at St. Patrick’s Cathedral 
the Bishop of Killaloe closed a dis- 
course of courteous controversy with an 
acknowledgment of the Christian virtues 
th:t unite good Irishmen of every creed. 
Such virtues—not penal Acts of Parlia- 
ment—form the stones of that tower into 
which the righteous man runneth and is 
safe.

Anglo-American Relations. 


The most important factor in the 
international situation, as it exists 
to-day, is the relations between the 
Biitish Empire and the United States 
of America. These two Powers, by virtue 
of their moral strength, as well as wi 
their material resources, are in a position 
together to dictate the course of world 
politics. For some years after the War 
the relations between London an 
Washington were anything but good. 
After the failure of the Geneva Con- 
ference, indeed, an eventual breach 
between them seemed to be almost inevi- 
table, and the peoples of Britain and the 
United States seemed to be condemned to 
a long competition in naval armaments. 
Everything has changed since the London 
Conference, which resulted in a five- 
Power agreement of sorts, but in a three- 
Power pact of real value. Speaking before 
the Foreign Relations Committee of the 
United States Senate in Washington, on 
Monday, Mr. Stimson, who was leadar 
of the American delegation in London, 
made a statement which, in view of post- 
war history, is highly significant. The 
American delegation, he declared, was con- 
vinced that the British Empire had no ill 
intentions against the United States. 
“Great Britain,” he said, “is not build- 
ing against us or measuring her fleet by 
ours.”’ He laid stress on the fact that the 
British Admiralty had agreed to complete 
parity with the navy of the United States. 
At the Geneva Conference, which collapsed 
om tiie question of cruisers, Britain had 
demanded, as a minimum, seventy 
cruisers, with a total tonnage of 420,000 
tons, whereas, at London, she had 
declared herself to be satisfied with fifty 
cruisers, with a tonnage of 339,000 tons. 
Thus Britain.had reduced her demands 
by more than 28 per cent. is sacrifice 
was made entirely for the sake of Anglo- 
American friendship. The Prime Minister’s 
attitude has had an excellent effect on 
public opinion in the United States. 
Relations between the two branches of the 
English-speaking world are more cordial 
to-day than they have been at any period 
since the loss of the American Colonies. 
Suspicions have been allayed, prejudices 
have been dissipated, and a new feeling 
of mutual friendship has been created. 
These results, in themselves, are worth the 
loss of a few cruisers, and the British 
Premier may prove to have been wise in 
his generation. Nevertheless, every 
imperial Briton must regret the passing of 
the Empire’s naval supremacy. Britain 
no longer rules the waves as of yore; 
one of the teeth of Neptune’s trident is 
firmly in the grip of the United States. 
Six years hence the whole situation will 
be revised in the light of experience. By 
t! ¢ time the need for navies may have 
disappeared altogether, and in the mean- 
wh ‘le the British people must hope for the 
best. 


France and Sport. 


The London Correspondent of the Journal 
des Débats has sought in British pro- 
fessionalism in sport a foil to the attacks 
upon brutality in French Rugby football. 
“There are no longer,” he says, ' more 
than two or three sports in England—fox- 
hunting, stalking in Scotland and yacht- 
ing. Football and cricket are played by 
professionals.’” He might have added to 
these “ two or three sports ” rowing and 
athletics; but it is manifest that he does 
not. know his subject. Cricket, for 
example, although it is played mostly by 
professionals, is governed by amateurs, 
and both classes of player are able to 
sink their different financial status in the 
traditions that have been bequeathed by 
the great pioneers of the game. Our 
French friends must realise that they have 
adopted an old institution that is new to 
themselves, No Rowland Hill sits on the 
Committee of the Fédération Francaise 
de Rugby; therefore, no old tradition 
directs their counsels. If they wish to 
join in British championships, they must 
accept certain facts, whether welcome or 
unwelcome. Indeed, there are indications 
which suggest that they are travelling 
painfully along this road, The Fédération 
Francaise de Rugby, which, perhaps, has 
the closest link with British sentiment, 
at last has bestirred itself. Shocked by 
the disgraceful exhibition on Laster 
Monday at the Stade Yves du Manoir, it 
has expelled in perpetuity one of its finest 
‘forwards, and has visited with condign 
punishment players who, in the semi-final 
of the Championnat between the Racing 
Club Agenais and the Section Paloise, 
refused to obey the rulings of the referee. 
Moreover, it is noteworthy that l’Auio, 
France’s most responsible sporting paper, 


strive to lend the benefit of our experience 
to a country which, old in civilisation, 


still is young in sporting instinct. 
The Age of Joshua 


While it is the habit of modern minds 
to decry the teachings of the Bible, 
archeological science regularly unearths 
evidence of the value of its historical 
testimony. Recent investigations, said 
Professor J. Garstang in a lecture to the 
Royal Institution, showed that the early 
settlement of the Beni-Israel in Palestine 
took place in the middle of the Late 
Bronze Age, about B.€. 1400. The Book 
of Joshua, therefore, is proved to be in 
accord with known fact and to agree with 
the frame of Egyptian history. The 
monarch of the Exodus is assumed 
generally to have been either Rameses II. 
Miamun, or, more probably, his thirteenth 
son and successor, Merenptah II. 
Rameses’s horoscope fixes his date about 
B.C. 1300, and thus the margin of error 
is only some hundred and fifty years, 
which, at so remote a date, may be re- 
garded as negligible. Moreover, later 
discoveries may attribute to an earlier 
ruler of Khemi that hardness of heart 
which caused the emigration. Indeed, 
already certain authorities have named 
Seti I., Rameses’s predecessor and the 
second representative of the new (XIXth) 
dynasty, as the king who faced Moses. 
Professor Garstang elaborated this thesis 
and declared that there was no reason to 
doubt the accuracy of the traditions in the 
two main sources of the Pentateuch (J 
and E). This view does not surprise us, 
since Assyriologists have found that the 
Bible was right, when for a time they were 
wrong, in the chronology of the later 
Babylonian kings. The position of 
Belshazzar long troubled the experts, but 
finally new evidence showed the truth of 
the Biblical narrative, It is probable that, 
if ever the early history of Palestine, 
Assyria and Egypt is known beyond 
dispute, the Bible will be found to be

MS correspondent implies that the streets, 
pathways and promenade of Bray are not 
clear of litter, whereas the fact 1s that men 
are employed specially on this work during 
the season, and the promenade, foreshores 
and roads are kept scrupulously clean.

Express services, which for some years carried 
—— mail from the Missouri River to San 

rancisco, Lhe Pony Express was not 
driven; it was carried entirely by riders on 
horseback, who had relays of horses every 
twelve to fifteen miles, and rode at full 
gallop from one relay station to the next. if 
all went well, carrying the mail in special 
bags attached to their saddles. They were 
supposed to average at least ten miles an 
hour, and every man rode eighty to one 
Jiundred miles a day. They carried only six- 
shooters to save the weight of a rifle, and, 
a. stage-robbers and hostile Indians were 
numerous, and the riders were single-handed, 
many left their bones on the way. They 
made fully twice the speed of the stage 
coaches of those days. | 

| saw what was the last, or one of the 
last, Deadwood stage coaches in 1886 at 
Laramie, Wyo. It bore many marks, in 
the way of bullet-holes and arrow punctures, 
of its experiences. It was sold by its then 
owner, Bill Root, who kept the livery stable 
in Laramie in the autumn of '86 or ’87, to 
a wealthy Englishman who had a ranch on 
the Laramie Plains, and made a bet that 
he would drive it in the Park in London 
in the following season. It was sent to him 
in England, but whether he won his bet, or 
not, I forget. 

The above-named Bill Root was one of the 
best-known old-day western characters. He 
assisted Bill Nye in the editing of the 
Laramie Boomerang, Laramie’s first paper, 
and much of the quaint humour attributed 
to Bill Nye really originated with Bill

Miss Johnson's Flight. 


Miss Amy Johnson’s wonderful fhilí 
to Rangoon on her way to Australia has 
excited much enthusiasm here, and the 
further progress of her journey will be 
watched with interest. Miss Johnson 
was taught to fly at the Stag Lane head- 
quarters of the London Aeroplane Club, 
and she has spent some months there 
preparing for the adventure. The pilot 
instructors of the club express admiration 
for their pupil, and Captain Matthews, 
who took her on her first flight im 
September, 1928, says that she was an 
extraordinarily apt pupil, and that 
nobody could keep her out of the air, even 
in the most difficult weather. She 
would go down to the aerodrome early in 
the day and stay until late at night 
making herself: conversant with the 
engines. Miss Johnson was the first 
woman possessor of a ground engineer's 
certificate.

Miss Amy Johnson has had to make a 
forced landing at Insein, Burma. Her 
machine was damaged, but she herself was 
unhurt. She landed at 5.30 p.m. | 

Insein is on the railway line, roughly 
fifteen miles north of Rangoon. 

Miss Amy Johnson’s . ‘shap was due to 
the fact that she had for the moment lost 
her way. 

In an interview with a Press Associa- 
tion Correspondent, she said that she left 
Calcutta this morning in foggy weather, 
but that the journey as far as Akyab was 
pleasant. Afterwards, however, she ran 
into terrible weather, heavy rains and 
strong head wins impeding her progress. 

She crossed the Yomas range at a 
height of about 12,000 feet, but owing to 
bad visibility she gradually came down to 
about 200 feet. She then followed the 
coast line, also using the railway line as 
a landmark, until she came to Insein, 
where she mistook the playing fields for 
the Rangoon Racecourse. 


AN ANXIOUS MOMENT. 


On realising that the space was too 
small for a really successful landing, 
Miss Amy Johnson continued her flight 
southward. 

Then came a moment of anxiety. 
Unable to find Rangoon, and seeing no 
suitable landing place, Miss Johnson re- 
lated how she decided to return to Insein, 
and try her luck. She made a perfect 
landing, but while taxi-ing across the 
field the plane ran into a ditch, which 
she had not observed. Wings, wheels and 
propeller were all slightly damaged, but 
Miss Johnson herself was unhurt. 

“ My engine is all right,’ she said, 
cheerfully, adding that, 1f repairs could 
be completed in time, she intended to 
take off to-morrow. | 

She still has considerable margin, as 
she and her Gipsy Moth ‘plane are two

Last night’s Iris Otfigiuil container 
the names of thirteen books, the sale and 
distribution of which in the Irish Free 
State has been prohibited by the Minister 
for Justice, on the recommendation of the 
Censorship of Publications Board. The

This is the first list of banned publica- 
tions officially issued under the Censor- 
ship of Publications Act, 1929. It is 
vtated that the banning of these books was 
recommended by the Censorship Board in 
a report made to the Minister for Justice, 
bearing the date 2nd May, 1930, ‘‘ not 
dissented from by more than one and 
assented to by at least three members of 
the Board.’’ 

The reason given in the Gazette for the 
prohibition of ‘‘ Home to Harlem” and 
‘‘ Point Counter-Point ” is that they are 
in their general tendency “ indecent and 
obscene.’’ “The Well of Loneliness ” is 
described as ‘‘ indecent ” in its general 
tendency, and the remaining ten volumes 
are banned because they advocate “ the 
unnatural prevention of conception.”’

A TREATY OF COMMERCE. 

The Department of External Affairs in 
Dublin announces that on Monday last 
a Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
between the Irish Free State and Germany 
was signed by the plenipotentiaries of 
both Governments. The Treaty, to which 
a protocol is attached, regulates the trade 
relations between the two countries on a 
comprehensive basis. 

It contains provisions relating to the 
entry, residence, domicile and occupation 
for the nationals of both parties, to the 
operation of companies, to navigation, ex- 
change of goods and the legal position of 
Consuls. The Treaty is principally based 
on the most favoured nation treatment. 

A special agreement is contemplated 
with regard to the exclusion of double 
taxation, as far as profits out of. the 
shipping trade ere concerned. The 
Treaty contains a clause for arbitration. 

After ratification by the Legislatures of 
both countries the Treaty shall come into 
force on the date when the exchange of the 
ratifications takes place, und shall remain 
in foree for an indefinite period. It may 
be renounced with six months’ notice. 

The signatories to the Treaty were: Mr. 
FP. McGilligan, Free State Minister for 
External Affairs, and Dr, von Dehn, 
Chargé d’ Affaires for Germany at Dublin. 

The full text of the Treaty will be pre- 
sented to the Dail. at an early date.

Dr. Nansen the famous Arctic explorer, 
has died here in his sixty-ninth year. His 
death came suddenly, as the result oí 
heart paralysis. He had made a good 
recovery from his recent illness, and was 
up yesterday. His brother came to see 
him this morning, and did not notice any- 
thing unusual. 

The news of Dr. Nansen’s death has 
caused profound sorrow’ throughout 
Norway. Flags were immediately flown 
at half mast. The news only reached the 
papers as they were going to press, so that 
they only published very brief comments. 


SOME TRIBUTES. 

When told the news, Nansen’s old com- 
panion, the well-known polar explorer, 
Otto Sverdrup, said it was an irreparable 
loss. 

M. Mowinckel, the Premier, said that 
Nansen’s daring voyages across the ice of 
Greenland and across the Polar sea made 
him the hero of the youth of all countries, 
and his work in the interests of peace and 
understanding made him a standard- 
bearer to all who believed in a new and 
better era. His indefatigable work, the 
Premier added, for those who suffered 
from the world war and from famine, 
and for war prisoners and refugees, made 
him the apostle of love among men. 
Norway had lost her best son, and the 
world a good citizen. 

No decision has yet been reached in 
regard to the funeral. 

A special meeting of the Storting will 
he held to-morrow morning, when the 
president will deliver an address. 


EXPLORER’S CAREER.

HIS VARIED ACTIVITIES. 

Fridtjof Nansen took up the study of 
zoology when he was nineteen years of 
age, and two years later he made his first 
journey to the Arctic, where he studied 
the fauna of the ice regions. In 1888 he 
took his doctor’s degree with a treatise on 
the central nerve system of the lower 
animals. In the same year he started, 
with five companions, an expedition on 
skis from the east coast of Greenland 
across the ice-covered and hit certo un- 
known interior, and reached the west 
coast in four months. 

Here he spent the winter among the 
Esquimaux, and he afterwards described 
his experiences in two fascinating books, 
“ Across Greenland by Ski ” and “ Esqui- 
maux Life.’’ 


ACROSS POLAR SEAS. 

In 1890 Nansen drafted the plan for 
the great expedition which he started in 
1895.. with the support of Norwegian 
State and private grants, across the Polar 
Sea aboard the ship Fram. North of the 
mouth of the River Lena, in Siberia, in 
latitude 78.50 North and longitude 133.37 
East, the Fram was frozen fast in the ice. 
It had been specially constructed to meet 
such an eventuality, and drifted slowly 
towards the North-West. 

‘On March 14; 1895, Nansen and Lieu- 
tenant F. H. Johansen left the Fram at 
a point £4 degrees North and 101.55 East, 
and started out across the ice with dome 
sledges in search of the North Pole. They 
iathad further North than any previous 
expedition—right up to 86.14 North— 
before turning back, and eventually, after 
a particularly hard journey and many 
terrible experiences, they arrived at Franz 
Joseph’s Land. After a long stay there 
they had the good fortune to meet the 
English expedition’ under Frederick 
Jackson, who took them to Vardoe, North 
Norway, where they landed a week before 
Captain Sverdrup brought Nansen’s boat 
Fram to anchor in a Norwegian harbour 
in August, 1896. 

Nansen’s lecture tour through England 
and the rest of Europe, as well as 
America, after this expedition will be well 
remembered, just as will the two books in 
which he described his own sledge expedi- 
tion and the drift of the Fram over the 
Polar sea. 


LATER EXPEDITIONS. 

Among Nansen’s later expeditions may 
be mentioned the one to Svalbard (Spitz- 
bergen), in 1912, which gave important 
oceanographic results, and the one which, 
in the following vear, he made across the 
Arctic to the mouth of the Yenissei River, 
up which he went to Krasnojarsk, and 
thence to Vladivostok. In 1927 Nansen 
joined in the preparations for Dr. 
Eckener’s Polar flight by airship. 

As Professor at the University in Oslo, 
to which post he was appointed in 1897, 
Nansen’s work was primarily connected 
with oceanography, a field in which he was 
one of the pioneers, and on which he 
wrote a number of both popular and 
scientific works. 


POLITICS AND DIPLOMACY. 

As politician and diplomat, Dr. Nansen 
played a great part in Norway’s fight for 
independence, which led to separation 
from the Union with Sweden in 1905. 

Tn 1906-08 he was the first Minister of 
Norway in London. In 1915 he became 
President of the Norwegian Defence 
Union, and in 1917 he went to the United 
States as the representative of Norway :n 
the negotiations in regard to the supply of, 
the countrv with food during the war, and 
he brought about the agreement which 
was concluded in April, 1918. 

In 1920 Nansen took up his important 
work for the exchange of prisoners of war 
between Russia and Siberia and the 
middle-European countries. Four hundred 
and fifty thohsand prisoners were sent 
home through his initiative, and his work 
was acknowledged with gratitude by all 
the belligerent Powers. 

Nansen’s efforts on behalf of the 
Armenian refugees will also be re- 
membered. For this, and all his other 
humane works, he was awarded the 1923 
Nobel Peace Prize.

The Irish Omnibus Company already 
has overcome much of the difficulty create:l 
by the strike of its former drivers and 
conductors, 

Yesterday the company’s services to the 
Midlands and on other long-distance 
routes were partially restored. | 

The company was running seventy-five 
per cent. of its long-distance services, the 
‘buses being manned by drivers who have 
been thoroughly tested and approved. 

It is stated that applications for the 
positions of drivers and coadiate greatly 
exceed. requirements. The company 
could replace all the men on strike, but 
in the public interest it does not wish to 
employ new men Lefore they have been 
thoroughly tried. 

SIX SERVICES RESUMED. 

Yesterday the position had greatly im- 
proved, and six of the company’s services 
had been fully resumed. 

"Buses left Dublin for the following 
centres: Limerick, Carlow, Wexford, Kil- 
kenny, Portmarnock, Tullamore, Birr. 
Kildare, New Ross Shereock and 
Granard. 

Pickets, carrying banners bearing’ the 
inscription: ‘‘On Strike for Liberty of 
Action,’’ paraded outside the company’s 
premises yesterday. 

The company hopes to have its full 
normal services restored before the end of 
the week. 


ATTEMPT TO CAPTURE 
A ‘BUS. 
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REMARKABLE INCIDENT. 


An attempt was made by a number oí 
men to capture an [.0.C. "bus, which was 
travelling between Dublin and Granard 
last night, but it was foiled by the prompt 
action of the driver and conductor of the 
‘bus. 

The ‘bus left Dublin at about 6.20 
o'clock, When it reached the village of 
Batterstown, . which is some distances 
beyond Dunshaughlin, Co.. Meath, at 
about 7.15 o'clock, a man boarded it as «1 
passenger, There were no other passengers 
in it at the time. 

The ‘bus continued its journey, and 
when it had travelled about quarter of a 
mile the passenger gave the signal to be 
let down as they approached a car, which 
had been pulled up on the side of the 
road, with five men near it standing. As 
the ‘bus pulled up the man attempted to 
pull the conductor to the roadway. The 
driver, however, put on speed, and did not 
stop until he came to a large house on the 
roadside, three miles further on, which he 
took to be a Civic Guard barrack. As 
the "bus stopped, the other car with the 
five men, which had pursued it all the 
time, also pulled up. The passenger then 
jumped off the “bus and entered the car, 
which drove away at a high speed. The 
house on the side of the road turned out 
to be a private house, so the driver drove 
on to Granard, after the matter had been 
reported to the Dunshaughlin Civic 
Guard, who immediately conducted in. 
vestigations. 

During the short journey the conductor 
had been struggling with the man, and 
received some bruises on the face, none of 
which were serious. The conductor’s name 
is stated to be Alfred Wadsworth, of 
Dublin. | 

No arrests have so far been made. It is 
stated that the motor car and the six men 
were from Dublin, and that after their 
unsuccessful attempt they returned to the 
city by a circuitous route. 

So far as could be seen by the driver 
and conductor of the 'bus none of the men 
was armed.

The Daily Malta Chronicle 
dropped the word ‘‘ Daily ’’ from its title, 
in order to escape the ban, bat this did 
not achieve the desired result, as the 
Archbishop issued another circular letter 
stating that he considered the change tn 
title unsubstantial, and failed to notice 
“any sign of Catholic submission or ?n- 
tention to change its tene or attitude.”’

HOW NANSEN 
. ~ SUCCEEDED. . 


VISIONARY AND MAN OF 
ACTION.

The Times- to-day says:—Although his 
feats of discovery have since been sur- 
passed by his own pupil, Amundsen, and 
by other no less intrepid adventurers of 
the Anglo-Saxon race, Nansen’s journey 
to 86 degrees North in 1895 was the nearest 
point to the Pole which had till then been 
reached, and the achievement remained 
for many years unbeaten. He was an 
accomplished scientist, a visionary, and a 
man of action, and he achieved greatness 
by his remarkable combination of careful- 
ness in conception and boldness in execu- 
tion. He was alternately warned and 
derided when he first declared his inten- 
tion of drifting across the North Polar 
region on the pack-ice; but he had the 
Fram specially built, so as not to be 
crushed by the terrific pressure of colliding 
ice-floes, but rather to be raised clean up 
upon their surface. Undeterred by the 
doubts of more experienced voyagers than 
himself, he disappeared with his plans 
into the Far North for three years, and 
when he eventually emerged into civilisa- 
tion again his hopes had been largely 
justified and his calculations vindicated, 
although they had necessarily been based 
originally upon most meagre observations. 


IN POLITICS. 

In his maturer years he found outlet 
for his energy in the wholly different 
sphere of politics. He played the still 
congenial part of pioneer and patriot Jn 
the movement for the separation of 
Norway from Sweden, and was then 
transferred, in the less congenial rédle of 
diplomatist, to London, a post which, 
however, he wes able to fill success- 
fully, owing to the happy - relations 
that exist between the two countries 
and to (the high respect entertained 
in England for his exploits. During the 
War he! headed a special Norwegian 
mission to the United States, and as soon 
as it was over he threw himself into the 
work of the League of Nations, which 
became the passion of his later years. 
Even before the League was fully con- 
stituted he carried out extensive relief 
work in the famine-stricken parts ©! 
Russia and nearer Asia. 

His enthusiasm, his sincerity, and his 
vision were undoubtedly of great service 
when Geneva was still groping its way 
amid material ruin and moral seepticism 
and disillusionment. But the idealism 
which was so valuable during its first 
sessions distorted his sense of the attain- 
able in politics, when once the League? 
had established itself as a working centre 
of international affairs. He still seemed 
to believe in‘it as an individual Sovereign 
Power. He certainly stood out, as Mr. 
Henderson said last night, as a fearless 
advocate of its principles. He was an 
assiduous and independent worker in com- 
mittees, and he once or twice usefully 
championed the views of the smaller 
nations, but he interpreted rather too 
literally the theoretical equality of all 
States composing the Assembly. [He re- 
mained, all the same, a picturesque and a 
much-respected figure at Geneva, a great-

SHOOTING OUTRAGE IN 
COUNTY CLARE. 

Civie Guards and detectives-are mvesti- 
gating a mysterious shooting outrage 
which occurred about midnight on Mon- 
day at Scopal, Mullagh, in West Clare.

The outrage is believed to be a sequel 
to the tearing down of some republican 
notices which were posted in the district 
at Easter time, and of which McMahon 
was suspected.

MAN DEAD; 
WOUNDED. 

A shooting affair occurred at Oxford last 
night as the result of which a former well- 
known undergraduate, Francis ‘Valdron 
Giveen, son of a barrister, is dead, and Alrred 
Bradbury, aged 31, of Star road, Caversham, 
a diver’s assistant in the employment of the 
Thames Convervancy Board, a married man, 
is in Radcliffe Infirmary, suffering irom 
wounds all over the body.

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SYNOD. 


THE PRIMATES 
ADDRESS. 


WOMEN AS 
MEMBERS. 


BILL DEFEATED BY 
ONE VOTE. 


The annual session of the General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland opened yester- 
day in the Synod Hall, Christ Church 
place, Dublin. The Most Rev. Charles 
Frederick D’Arcy, Archbishop of Armagh, 
and Primate of all Ireland, presided, and 
there was a large attendance of clergy and 
laity. 

The proceedings opened with the read- 
ing of a portion of Scripture and prayer 
offered by the Right Rev. Dr. Barton, 
the newly appointed Bishop of Kilmore. 

By permission of the House the Right 
Rev. Dr. Kennedy, Bishop of Chota 
Nagpur, and the Right Rev. Dr. 
Chambers, Bishop of Tanganyika, took 
their seats on the episcopal bench 
amidst applause. 

The president nominated Lord Glenavy 
as his Assessor. 


PRIMATE’S ADDRESS. 

The Primate (Dr. D’Arcy), in his 
opening address, said that they met 
together at the sixtieth ordinary session 
of the General Synod, and in the course 
of their business they were to receive the 
report of the proceedings of their Chureh 
Representative Body. 

‘* Looking back through the space of two 
generations,” he said, “I am one of 
those who can remember the anxieties, the 
efforts, and the hopes of that time, whea 
our Church lost the support of the State, 
and with diminished resources, was thrown 
back upon herself, upon the fidelity of her 
clergy and the loyalty of her laity. 

“How well I recall the doubts, almost 
the despair of some, the cheerful courage 
of others, the firm determination with 
which the Church as a whole faced the 
future. : 


GREAT LEADERS. 


We had great leaders, both clerical an‘l 
lay — Primate Beresford, Archbishop 
Trench, Bishop Fitzgerald, the two Greggs, 
Bishop Alexander, afterwards Primate; 
Lord Chancellor Bali, Provosts Jelleté 
and Salmon, Anthony Traill, afterwards 
Provost: Lord Plunkett, afterwards 
Arenbishop ; Fitzgibbon, afterwards 
Lord Justice ; Bishop Reichil, Bishop Day, 
and many others. The Church was rich 
in men of light and leading, thank God 
for it; for surely it was the leadership 
of those men that carried her through— 
together with the splendid faith and the 
courage of her people as a whole. 

As we look back through the sixty years 
we discern some things with great clear- 
ness. First, while there were sharp differ- 
ences of opinion from time to time-—while, 
that is. the. schools of thought which 
divided the Church of England throughout 
the same period were alive and active 
here—these differences never led to dis- 
ruption. 


THE CHURCH'S V.S‘ON. 


Secondly, I can say with truth. that 


throughout the years which followed the 
Disestablishment, the Church never lacked 


a true vision of her spiritual calling. 
When I reflect upon the lives and labours 
of the men who were the leading in- 
fluences of the Church in the days of my 
earlier experiences, I feel that they were 
true and faithful ministers of Christ, men 
who put His. service first im the interests 
and occupations of their lives. Their 
standard of ministerial service was high. 
God help us to follow their example. 

Thirdly, both clergy and laity showed a 
truly self-sacrificing spirit. When we 
think of the satisfactory position in which 
we stand financially to-day, we should 
recognise that this wonderful result is en- 
tirely due to the noble self-denial of our 
predecessors. At the very beginning the 
clergy surrendered the capitalised value 
of their annuities into the hands of the 
tepresentative Church Body, giving up 
their State security ; and the laity began 
that wonderful system of regular giving, 
which is the main source of our present 
emoluments. Our prosperity is. the fruit 
of the generosity of two generations, 


THE STATE ENDOWMENTS. 


Sometimes we are told that at the Dis- 
establishment we received large endow- 
ments from the State. It is simply con- 
trary to fact. The money which the Re- 
presentative Body took over from the 
State at that time was the capitalised 
value of the life annuities of the clergy, 
calculated to vanish when the clergymen 
then in Office had passed away. This is 
the fact which must ever be kept in view. 

And here to-day we find ourselves the 
heirs of those true men of the past, en- 
trusted with a splendid heritage of faith 
and service. We look back to St. Patrick, 
to Columba, to Bridget, to Columbanus 
in the heroic age of our Church’s history ; 
to James Usher, William Bedell and 
George Berkeley in later times; to 
Trench, Salmon, Alexander, whom the 
senior among us here to-day recall] with 
veneration. A Church which can point to 
such names, and to others that I might 
mention, can thank God and take courage. 


LOSSES BY DEATH. 


During the past vear we have sufiered 
some losses which we cannot but regard 
with most sincere sorrow. Bishop Moore, 
of Kilmore, was, indeed, a devoted bishop, 
regarded with deep affection and con- 
fidence bv the clergy and laity of his 
diocese. He has left a mark upon our 
financial system ; the Central Fund, which 
is proving most valuable, was mainly his 
creation. He watched over the temporal 
welfare of his clergy with loving care, and 
was equally careful of spiritual things. 
His want for his diocese were unceas- 
ing, and he passed away in the midst of 
them. 

The Diocese of Meath has suffered by 
the death of Dean Craig, Dean of Clon- 
macnoise, and of Colonel Sir Nugent 
Fverard: the Diocese of Derry by the 
deaths of Canon Dobbs and Mr. 
McQuaide: and the Diocese of Raphce 
by the death of Mr. Alfred Stubbs.

CONCESSIONS. 


“CAN GO NO FARTHER.” 
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The new Education Amending Bill was 
rm discussion in the Northern House of 

ommons yesterday. 

The Minister of Finance (the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock) moved a money resolution in 
connection with the bill, 

The first part of the resolution on the 
Order Paper related to possible expenditure 
in connection with the establishment of a 
central school for feeble-minded children for 
Northern Ireland. 

The second part of the resolution dealt 
with the ys ev of a sum of £10,000 to the 
Belfast Corporation, acting as education 
authority, in connection with the erection of 
a new school, 

The third part of the resolution was framed 
to give effect to the Government's under- 
taking, recently announced by the Prime 
Minister, in ard to grants for Roman 
Catholic and other voluntary schools. The 
grants would amount to one half of the capi- 
tal expenditure incurred by individual 
managers in building new schools or in the 
reconstruction of existing premises, when 
those managers did not see their way to 
transfer their schools to the local authority 
or accept Four and Two Committees, 

In undertaking this direct burden as the 
only means of meeting the situation which 
had arisen, the Minister added, and of afford- 
ing the necessary measure of financial assist- 
ance te individval managers, who for con- 
scientious or other reasons found themselves 
unable to accept the form of control laid 
down by the previous Education Act, the 
Jovernment felt that in making this grant it 
had acted generously. He hoped that mem- 
hers of the Opposition would accept this solu- 
tion of the education difficulty in the spirit 
in which it was offered, and so co-operate 
with the Government in bringing about a 
final settlement of this vexed question. 

THE CHARGE ON PUBLIC FUNDS, 

These grants would in the long run in. 
volve a large charge on the public funds of 
£350,000. For obvious reasons this expendi- 
ture conld not be approved over a substan- 
tial period of time, and priority lists would 
require to be made out. Buildings erected 
under this grant would have to continue as 
schools for fifty years. Loans would also be 
available uhder the Government Loans F und 
for sums to meet the other 50 per cent. of 
the cost of “voluntary schools. 

MR. DEVLIN. 

Mr. Devlin gaid that the Government, when 
calling on all sections of the community to 
contribute their share for educational pur- 
poses, should ‘treat them all alike. The reso- 
lution introduced was described by the Prime 
Minister as a concession to Catholic schools. 

"I regard it,” said Mr. Devlin, “ as a 
verv unsatisfactory concession, if it 1s @ con- 
cession at all.” As to the contention that 
grants were more generous to Catholics in 
Northern Ireland than elsewhere, he had only 
to say that in other countries there was a 
widespread system of secular education and 
no religious training at all. That was a most 
reprehensible system wherever it existed, and 
it was on that system that the Act ot 1923 
was based, and they had to suffer in common 
with all who believed in the preservation of 


Christian ideas in their public and elementary 


schools. The Government came along now to 
denominationalise the schools by their new 
proposals, and allow Bible teaching in Pro- 
testant schools, a thing that he and those 
associated with him did not object to, as they 
had always taken up the position that the 
Protestant people of Northern Ireland had the 
right to have such a system of religious 
education in their schools as satisfied their 
copvictions. As-Catholics, however, they felt 
there ought to be the same equality for 
the minority. If Protestant teaching in 
public elementary schools was to be freed 
from all financial responsibility and relieved 
from all worry, Catholics were entitled to 
similar treatment for Catholic schools. 

When Lord Craigavon talked about them 
having no grievances, he (Mr. Devlin) suid 
that no section should be damnified because 
of its religious convictions. Catholics were 
camnihed, because they were put in a worse 
position than they occupied before that Par- 
liament came into existence. 

Mr. Moles (Deputy Speaker) said that dis- 
cussion was confined to finance, but he 
was allowing Mr. Devlin latitude because if 
the resolution was carried it would be the 
death sentence of an amendment of Mr. 
Devlin in Committee 

Mr. Devlin said that if the money resola- 
tion was passed his amendment, or any pio- 
posals from the Nationalist benches or of 
those representing voluntary schools, would 
obviously disappear, because the House would 
be committed to this fifty per cent. grant. 

“ INDEFENSIBLE CAMOUFLAGE." 

He agreed that the Prime Minister had 
made a substantial advance since he sub. 
mitted his proposal in the first instance. Tho 
Prime Minister at first had refused to make 
any grants for voluntary schools, on the 
ground that it was a principle that public 
money could not be devoted to public pur- 
poses. without public control. 

This whole education scheme was a piece 
of indefensible camoufiage. There was no 
such thing as public control, except regarding 
transferred schools, and even then it was not 
democratic control. It was not an expendi- 
tur’ of public money by elected representa- 
tives of the people, in so far as the Four and 
‘Two Committees were concerned. That wus 
one of the most fraudulent methods of throw- 
ing dust in the eyes of the people that he 
had ever heard. He could understand a 
manager having complete control, and the 
people’s representatives having complete con- 
trol, but, in order to give the appearance of 
control, the Government introduced a system 
of Four and Two Committees. It would be 
decenter to leave the imanagement in the 
hands of one individual, as it now existed, 
and had existed satisfacterily up to the 
present. There had been no protest from 4 
single ecclesiastic or single Catholic educa 
tionist against the method of the old manage 
ment system. If that was so in the case of 
35 per cent. of the population of Northern 
Ireland, why should they disturb that con- 
dition of things ? 

‘“Tnstead of coming along,” said Mr. 
Devbin, “ and saying: .. You make a claim; 
ii us a just claim, and we will concede it,’ 
you begin to compromise, and the result is 
that you satisfy no one. You give the 
voluntary schools the same grants as you 
give the provided ones, or even a little less 
As I sugeest in my amendment, you can have 
the co-operation of the minority in making 
the educational system a success, and you 
will remove all the irritations which are 
bound to appear. in the body politic when 
these educational controversies arise. 

THE CATHOLIC CLAIM. 

Their claim. he continued, was, that if 
ender the present system they satisfied all 
the educational standards, submitted to such 
control as the law gave the educational 
authority, and if the efficiency of their 
teachers was equal to the efficiency of teachers 
of other schools; if they obeyed every law 
and regulation of the Governnent, laid down 
for the proper administration of their system, 
then they were entitled to the same rights as 
were given to other religious denominations, 
and thay claimed the same grants as were 
given to provided schools. As far as the 
Act of 1925 was concerned, it was a failure. 
Three-fourths of the schools were not trans- 
ferred at all, which showed how objectionable 
the scheme was even to those who differed 
from Catholics in religion, 

“Tí you give us only 50 per cent. for our 
echools,”” said Mr. Devlin, “and you give 
100 per cent. to the other schools, obviouslv 
our schools must be of an inferior character.” 

It was a great blunder that when the

This Act would never have been ittro- 
duced if the Regional Committees in Armagh 
and Fermanagh and elsewhere had not rc- 
fused to co-opt celerical managers, “The 
‘‘Gerrymandering Act’’ came first in 1922, 
the Educational Act followed in 1995. One 
prepared the way for the other. Your gene- 
rosity can be from this fact.. You 
are taki from us something that we en- 
joyed under the British Government—.amely, 
a 75 per cent, grant in building. You are 
giving the Protestant schools more than they 
ever possessed.

All we ask is that the 
33 per cent. of Nationalists in the Six 
Counties will be treated as fairly as ihe 
eight per cent. Protestants are across tlie 
border.” 

Mr. J. J. McCarroll said that. it seemed 
to be recognised that the Four and Two 
Committees were to go. The Prime Minis- 
ter's concession would sound their dexth 
knell. For that reason the Government 
could go farther in meeting the claims, not 
only of Catholic schools, but of other schvols 
that would not transfer. 

PRIME MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Lord Craigavon, replying, said that tne 
Government could no farther. They ha 
gone to the very limit they thought proper in 
circumstances. They were stil) satisfied that 
the bill, as it stood on second reading, was 
fair all round to all classes, conditions and 
creeds, in Ulster. It was framed for that 
el pp and they still maintained that it 
could be characterised as quite just to all 
classes. It was said by Nationalist members 
that they were deprived of something they 
possessed prior tc 1020—that was a grant of 
two-thirds for builc$ng and renovating pur- 
Ser There. was no Regulation, Act of 
’arliament, or guarantee ever given by the 
Chief Secretary of the day, or by the 
Government in London, that that system 
would be continued. His recollection was 
that from 1924 onwards it was almost im- 
possible for the Chief Secretary to secure 
sanction for this two-thirds grant. 

Uncler the new Act the situation was in- 
finitely better, because where a school was 
under a Four and Two Committee or local 
authority it would get what grant was neces- 
sary to renovate it or build. A few schools 
in Fermanagh “had ‘been quoted as an 
example of the Nationalist fear of intolor- 
ance, but only recently a Catholic schoul 
formed a Four and Two Committee, placed 
the matter before Regional Committee, and 
actually get seven-eighths of the cost rí 
renovating the old school or building a new 
one. his showed that the Act was a re- 
form which was periectly fair to ali creeds 
and classes, 

As regards the provision of a teacher's 
residence with transferred schools, the 
teacher had to pay ah economic rent on any 
building erected for him, 

Mr. Healy—Will you erect. residences for 
teachers of voluntary s¢hools ? 

Mr. Robb (Parliamentary Secretary) said 
that managers could get loans through the 
Government Loan Funds Act for the ere¢- 
tion of buildings. 

Lord Craigavon said that Mr. Devlin de- 
clared that, if given a further grant, his co- 
veligionists would be satisfied. He doubted 
that very much. He really doubted whether 
anything would satisfy them. The Govern. 
ment had siretched to the utmost. He hoped 
that the whole people, Protestant and 
Catholic, would settle down to work that 
Mducation Act in the way in which it was 
framed— io benefit the children of Ulster. 

The finance resolution was then passed. 

AMENDMENTS IN COMMITTEE. 

In Committee, an. amendment by Mr. 
McNeill (Independent) to introduce a 
certain number of teachers on education com- 
mittees, wes defeated hy BWuvetes to 11. 

Mr. McNeill moved. a further amendment 
with the object of jehangitig the guiding 
principle of the local sehool.mahagment com- 
mittees and providing that more than one 
school ‘shall be placed under a local school 
management committee. A single Committee 
for each school he considered a reversion to 
the old. denomineticnal system. 

Professor Johrstone supported the amend. 
ment, but Mr. J. H. Robb (Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Education) said 
that the Government could not accept it. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Mr. MeNeill moved a further amendment 
providing that schools’ committees be com: 
Am of fifty pér cent. of members nominated 
iv, the education authorities; one quarter 
nominated by transferors, and one quarter by 
the parents of ths children, 

Professor Johrstone suggested that repre- 
sentation on a committee should not be given 
to a manager wio had inefliciently managed 
a school that was superseded by a new 
school i 

Mr. Robb said that as long as a manager 
remained manager it was assumed that he 
was an efficient manager. If a school was 
was being inefficiently managed the Ministry 
could either remove the manager or close the 
school.

A GOVERNMENT AMENDMENT. 

The Government amendment, moved by 
Mr. Robb, was passed restricting the right 
of teachers on school committees by with- 
drawing the power to vote en any question 
regarding the selection of a teacher. 
A teachers’ representative could vote upon 
all other questions. 

Mr. Robb said that the amendment was an 
agreed one with teachers’ organisations. 

Mr. Healy moved an amendment providing 
that when a child was boarded out for the 
purpose of elementary education arrange- 
ments should be made for the boarding out 
being with a person belonging to the religious 
persuasion of the child’s parents. 

Mr. Robb said that he had pleastre in 
accepting the amendment, and the Ministfy 
was obliged to Mr. Healy for drawing atten- 
tion to the omission. 

A new sub-section was added giving 
education authorities power to reduce the 
compulsory school age from six to five and a 
half in parts of their area, particularly urban 
districts. : | 

Mr. Robb, proposing an amendment to 
speed up prosecutions for school attendance, 
moved by Mr. McNeill, said that the bill 
already improved matters in that direction, 
but in Northern Ireland the people were not 
yet wedded to the idea of compulsory school 
attendance. 

Professor Johnstone moved an amendment 
providing that if a teacher is suspended an] 
subsequently reinstated he shall suffer no loss 
of salary owing to the suspension. 

Mr. Healy (Nationalist) suggested that the 
teachers who had been interned and sab- 
seqrently reinstated should also be compet},

PREMIER AND VICEROY 
AGREE ON AUTUMN. 


The: India Office is authorised to publish 
the attached -correspondence between the 
Prime Minister, and thé Governor-General of 
India -tegarding the date of the India Con- 
ference to be held in the autumn. 

Letter FROM THE PhIME MINISTER TO. THE 
Viceroy, paten 26TH Marcu, 1930 :— 

My dear Viceroy,—As tlie, report of the 
Statutory Commission may shortly be ex- 
pected, it is mow possible to approach some 
of the practical questions associated “with 
the Conference that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, on the proposition of Sir John Simon, 
have expressed their readiness to convene. It 
is the desire of His Majesty’s Government, 
which I believe to be: widely shared, that the 
Conference should begin its work without any 
more delay than is necessary to afford reason- 
able time to His Majesty's Government, in 
consultation with the Government of India, 
to consider the problem in the light of all 
the material then available. 

I trust that by the early autumn of tl is 
year sufficient opportunity for this purpose 
will have been provided, and I would ac- 
cordingly propose, if this mét the general 
convenience of those concerned, that the 
Conference should open immediately after 
the close of the Imperial Oonference. The 
Indian representatives might reach London 
about 20th October, when the Imperial Con- 
ference, which, as you are aware, has already 
been summoned to meet on Sth September, 
may be expected to have made progress 
with its business, It is possible. that those 
who will come from India may be not un- 
willing to arrive in London while the Imperial 
Conference is still in session, and to utilise 
any brief time available before the regular 
work of the Indian Conference could begin 
for informal consultations. 

PERSONNEL. 

As regards the personnel of the Con- 
ference, it is clearly desirable that this 
should not be more numerous than is neces- 
sary for the principal purpose that His 
Majesty’s Government havein view of securing 


that those who will speak for British India - 


should fairly represent ihe different parties 
and interests concerned. His Majesty's 


Government will welcome vour amdvite as to | 


the best method of achieving this end after 
such consultation as you may think 
necessary. 

The representation of the Tndian States is 
a matter on which vou will also think it 
right, so far as possible, to ascertein the 
views of ruling princes and chiefs. 

There will, no doubt, be other matters 
which will require consideration later, but 
the questions of date of meeting and the 
composition of Indian representation seem 
the most immediate. I should, therefore, be 
glad ‘to hear from you as soon as possible 
whether the date proposed would be con 
venient to those concerned in India and 
what means seem to you most appropriate 
for the constitution of the Indian side of 
the Conference,~Yours sincerely,

LORD IRWIN AGREES. 

Tre Viceroy’s Repry 10 THE 
Minister, DATED l7Tu Aprit, 1930 :— 

My pean Prime Mrinister,—I have 
naturally been thinking over the matters re- 
ferred to in your letter for some.time past, 
and I have lost no S6pportunity of making 
myself familiar with opinion in regard to 
them. It has long been clear, both 
from the results of extended ° inquiry 
and from the public. discusions which 
have taken place in the Legislatures 
and elsewhere, that the overwhelming, mass of 
opinion in India which is prepared to support 
the Conference, desives the Conference to 
meet as early as possible. It had, indeed, 
been freely hoped that the Conference might 
meet His Majesty’s Government somewhat 
earlier, but I do not doubt that, in view of 
the date previously fixed for the Imperial 
Conference, such public opinion here will 
seneraly fecognise that the date you suggest 
is the earliest that is practicable. 

If the representatives of India attending 
the Indian Conference assemble in London 
about the 20th October, they will, I antici- 
pate, find no difficulty in employing profit- 
ably, in informal discussions, any brief 
eriod that may intervene before their Con- 
erence can begin its regular work, I have 
reason to believe that the Princes are also 
expecting that the Conference will be held 
this autumn. I consider, therefore, that the 
date which you suggest is likely to be 
acceptable alike to the States and to British 
India, and shall accordingly take it as the 
basis of our future plans. 

It is important that the representation of 
India on the Conference should be fairly 
distributed amongst the sections of those who 
desire, and have a title, to be heard, and, 
after examining several alternative methads 
and discussing the matter dreely «with men 
of widely differing opinions, I have found 
the predominant. view to be that a fair dis- 
tribution of représentation cannot be assured 
by any process except that of invitation an 
consultation, where possible, with the 
interests concerned. After careful reflection 
I am disposed to reach the same conclusion. 

In regard to the States, I see no cause 
to anticipate difficuliy in a decision being 
reached as to the personnel of the States’ 
side of the Conference, which would be 
generally acceptable. 

If, as I hope, His Majesty’s Government 
are able to find themselves in general agree- 
ment with these suggestions, i will in due 
course submit proposals on thase Jines.—

National Chamber of Trade in Belfast. . 
The first resoltition, which was proposed 
by Mr. W. Clarke, was as follows :— 

_ “ That this Chamber regards the enormous 
increase in expenditure as serious and alarm- 
ing, accompanied as it is by additional taxa- 
tion which in its efféct will impair the capi- 
tal resources on which trade and industry 
vitally depend; it protests against the growth 
of direct taxation and the exemption of tha 
still larger proportion of the electorate as an 
unsatisfactory and disquieting feature; it 
Strongly condemns the continued preferentia! 
treatment of co-operative trading societies, 
and resolves to continue its demands there- 
on. As regards the outlook for the next 
Budget, the Chamber notes the Chancellor's 
pledge that, in the absence of unforeseen 
ealamities or of heavy increases of expendi- 
ture, no further increases of taxation will 
need to be imposed, and looks to the Govern- 
ment to recognise its responsibility for 
ensuring both conditions to the utmost of its 
power ” 

. Clarke said that the whole commercial 
community was agreed that they had 
reached the danger limit as far as taxation 
was éoncerned. 

Alderman. A.  W. Matthews, London, 
seconded the resolution, which was passed. 
GROWING UNEMPLOYMENT. 
Councillor E, Williams, Luton, moved: 
“That this Chamber views with alarm the 
continued growth of unemployment, and 
urges the Government’ to form a Joint Ccm- 
mittee comprising representatives of all 
political parties in both Houses of Partia- 
ment, together with representatives of trade 
and commerce, with a view to the question 

being investigated speedily.” 

He said that the numbers of unemployed 
continued to grow week by week until, he 
believed, the figures stood in the neigh- 
bourhdod of 1,700,000, In some districts 
the numbers had doubled when compared 
with what it was a few months ago, and 
he saw’ no hope of any improvement until 
the question was dealt with on a non- 
political basis. .The Chamber which he re 
presented had: given considerable thought 
to the question, and’ they thought the 
British working-man and working-woman 
should cease to be the shuttlecock 
of any political party. (Applause. ) 
There was a solution to the unemployment 
problem, but, as the Chamber was not a 
political Chamber, he must refrain from 
outlining it. The financial burden on the 
country was getting a very serious matter. 
When one realised this unemployment fund 
was nearly 50 millions in debt to-day if 
meant that 24 millions had to be found 
yearly to meet the interest on the debt. 

Mr. J. H. Webdate, Luton, seconded, and 
the resolution: was carried, after an amend- 
ment by Mr. Fred Chews, Ashton-under- 
Lyne, had been defeated. 

EMPIRE PRODUCTS. 

A resolution, moved by Alderman Charles 
Avory, Southport, strongly urging all. its 
societies and members to do eveny thing in 
their power in their districts to foster the 
demand for British and Empire products, 
was carried. | ; 

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

Unemployment insurance was dealt with 
in the following resolution, submitted by 
Sir William Perring :— 

“That this ‘Chamber strongly protests 

against the trend of legislation, culminat- 

ing in the latest Act, which has made 
far-reaching and demoralising changes in 
the scheme and. administration of the 

Unemployment Insurance Fund, - through 

the relaxation of the original conditions 

which qualified for benefit’ in proportion 
to contributions; and in view of the 
serious financial position of the Fund, 
and the mora ahd -economic dangers 
which the perversion of the system in- 
volves, calls upon the Government to take 
immediate steps. to..re-organise the scheme 
upon a sound actuarial and contributory 
basis. : | 

He said they. must all feel that the amend- 
ments recently made to the Unemployment 
Insurance Act had wnderniined still further 
the economic basis on which it was framed. 
The two main points at issue were the lower- 
ing of the age of benefit to children of fifteen 
years and the repeal of the clause with refer- 
ence to not genuinely seeking work. 

“We are converting the unemployment 
problem,” he declared, ‘‘into a poor law 
relief problem, and the result is that we carry 
the burden from year to vear as we travel 
along.

DUBLIN NURSING STAFF 
GRIEVANCE. 


At the annual meeting of the Trish 
Nurses’ Union, held in the new office of the 
Union, 28 Upper Sackville street, Dublin,

“That we consider that the child welfare 
nursing staff of the City of Dublin should 
be under municipal authority, and on a 
pensionable basis. We desire to assert very 
strongly that these nurses are suffering a 
grave injustice by being debarred from Bier 
superannuation and the other rignts. and 
privileges which would be theirs ‘f they 
were municipal officials, as are the «ther 
public health nurses in this: city.” 

It was pointed out in a discussion that 
only in Dublin were the child welfare nurses 
not municipal officials, Quite recently Cork 
City had amalgamated its child welfare 
staff under the Corporation. There was no 
other city or town, either in Ireland, or 
England, Scotland or Wales, where the 
public health nurses had no proper status, 
no pensions and no adequate sick leave, and 
where they could be dismissed at a month's 
notice.
